Multi- 
tudes of  them  are  not  even  trying  to  do  their 
work.  Put  four  or  five  deacons  of  the  New 
Testament  stripe  into  very  bad  dead  churches 
and  they  would  wake  the  dead.  But  what 
abont  the  deacons  we  have  who  leaves  finan- 
ces to  one  deacon  or  to  the  “feelins”  of  peo- 
ple? Shall  we  shoot  them?  They  flinch  and 
cower  before  king  Mammon,  go  to  sleep  on 
their  part  of  duty.  If  they  were  in  the  array  in 
front  of  an  enemy  and  acted  as  they  do,  they 
might  be  shot.  SKall  the  churches  or- 
der them  shot?  How,  would  it  do  for  a bro- 
therof  due  gravity  and  sound  judgment  to 
rise  in  church  and.  move  the  following: 
.Wbtreas,  we  have  five  deacons  in  this  church, 
and  <5hly  one  of  them  is  worth  anything  in 
his  office,  and  whereas,  the  other  four  show 
a perverse  and  wicked  spirit  in  refusing  to 
die  *nd  get  out  of  the  way.  Therefore,  Re-

and  there  is  nothing  left  of  hinfe,  bnt  just  a 
wandering  preacher  without  a job.  Some  are 
shot  because  they  are  not  worth  keeping,  as  the 
dogs  t ilsjwere  tobe  cut  off.  Others  are  shot  like 
martyrs  and  die  for  duty.  It  turns  out  any-

lieve  such  things  a*  "it  takes  ninety  cfnts  of 
evory  dollar  to  pay  the  Boards.”  [When 
John  the  Baptist  was  in  prison,  and  s4nt  his 
disciples  to  Jesus  to  ask:  “Art  thou  he  that 
should  ccme  ? Christ  replies:  "Tejl  John 
the  blind  see,  the  deaf  hear,  the  lame  walk, 
the  dead  are  raised!  and  the  poor  Afet*  the 
gospel  preached  to  them."  That  the  p6or  had 
the  gospel  preached  to  them  was  given  to 
them  along  with  these  evidences  of  bife  power 
as  a sign  of  Christ’s  divinity.  Should  not 
hispeople  follow  Christ’s  example  mor<clearly 
than  they  have.

Liquor  Traffic  in  the  Phillipint*. 

Cleveland,  O.,  Jan.  20 — Dr. 
Louis  Albert  Banks,  pastor  of  the 
First  Methodist  Episcopal  Chutch, 
in  the  course  of  his  sermon  this 
evening,  referred  to  the  action  ct 
the  senate  in  defeating  the  amend- 
ments to  the  army  bill  designed  to 
abolish  saloons  in  the  Phillippines 
and  to  prevent  the  importation  of 
liquors  into  those  islands.  He 
said  the  people  ought  now  to  ask 
the  President  to  exercise  his  mili- 
tiry  authority  and  prohibit  the  liq- 
uor traffic  in  the  PbilUpines.  A 
memorial  to  the  President  was 
adopted  by  the  congregation,  and 
Dr.  Banks  advised  all  friends  of 
temperance  reform  to  send  similar 
petitions  to  the  White  House. 

We  believe  that  the  hereditary 
evils  of  beer  drinking  exceed  those 
proceeding  from  ardent  spirits:
